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SECTIONAL CLUBS. 



Sectionalism, in itself, has never been advocated in these col- 
umns ; however, there appears to be one side of this tendency that is 
gaining considerable prominence about the Campus, and at the 
.same time deserves the support that it is receiving. We have ref- 
erence here to Sectional Clubs, which arc continuing, contrary to 
certain opinions, to maintain their positions in college life. There 
can be little doubt that they serve a definite purpose at the Univer- 
sity, and that they hold a rightful place in the acivities about McGill. 
The plea that they work to dissipate interest in college affairs is 
an old but fallacious argument; time devoted to the Sectional Club 
by the average undergraduate is small in comparison to that he 
spends upon other matters around the University. 

The very nature of the club prohibits its encroachment upon 
the time of any student to any considerable extent; meetings are 
seldom, if ever, called more frequently than once every two weeks, 
and when in progress occupy a limited period, very often taking 
place over the supper table, where the opportunities for discourse, 
V business and satisfaction of the "inner man" are combined. Par- 
,- ticularly ought the sectional club to be a factor in the life of the 
Freshman, who, immediately upon his arrival in new surroundings 
begins to feel the oppression of such, and the lack of thé congeni- 
ality of the circle he has left behind him. If there is some means 
by which he can establish connections with those who have some- 
thing in common with him, and who are willing to aid him in set- 
tling in his new surroundings, the load is effectively lightened. It 
, is for this service that they may so ably render, and which most of 
them do render, that Sectional Clubs merit approbation in their 
iê'ndcavours. If they fail in this duty, justification for their exist- 
ence will not find such firm footing in the social relations which they 
may seek to foster between men and from the same districts at a 
later period in the college course. 



EDITORLU. NOTES. 



The system inaugurated this year of Inter-Class and Inter-Fac- 
ulty debates, seems so far to be fulfilling its object, that of bringing 
out the best talent in the University by, means of these lesser 
meetings, and thus supplyijig new material for the Intercollegiate 
debating team, as well as training a great number of men in the 
principles of public speaking, who otherwise would have little op- 
portunity of cultivating a sense of confidence when addressing a 
number of people.

The 
President then called upon Dean Laing 
to give an address. Dean Laing gave a 
very amusing and interesting talk, tell- 
ing the club members some humorous 
stories that were greatly appreciated by 
all ; he pointed out how some came to 
a banquet looking vtery pessimistic and 
sad, and how they seemed to liven up 
as llic aair progressed.

At a meeting held Wednesday a motion 
was made that graduates should not be 
permitted to play on college teams, but 
iliis was rescinded, and the point opeiicd 
for discussion. It was sugg'ested that 
the ..Vice-President take the President's 
place in the chair and that the latter 
give her own views on the qucstioii. The 
President, Miss Slack, made a motion 
that itlïç -original clause in the Constitu 
tiori be left unchangedi i.e., that gradii 
ates be permitted to play on college 
teams, and also that a written vote on 
tills "question" be taken at the end of the 
meeting. 

There was a great deal of disaission 
on this/ but at Ihc end of the meeting 
the motion was carried by a large ina- 
jorily, there being 66 votes in favor of 
and 24 votes against, the eligibility of 
graduates to play in college athletics.

PROF. SAYS STUDENTS 
LACK IN THRIFT 

'Thrift is somclhiiig that college stu- 
dents lack," declares Prof. N. J. Sil- 
berling, of the economics department of 
tlio University of California. 

"I notice a great deal of thoughtless 
expenditure; the pleasure of the moment 
only is considered; too much money is 
spent for 'frills' and not enough for 
worthwhile things. Think of the bene- 
fit and pleasure a student might gain 
liy accumulating a library ; but how many 
students would devote time and tnoney 
to such a pursuit? 
On the other hand, there arc certain 
Indents who are compelled to save in 
order to put themselves through college. 
More thrift is a forced habit, and indi- 
cates a persistence to be admired. 

"In contrast to this type, there is the 
obnoxious student who has as much to 
spend as anybody else, and j-iet plays the 
part of a social sponge, while his own 
capital remains untouched. Another 
cxaniple of false thrift is that of the 
man who invents a hundred pathetic 
ways of living within an inadequate in- 
come instead of planning one eflPective 
way of increasing hisinco me to suit his 
needs. Such a man is not to be ad- 
mired for thrift, because he shows stu- 
pidity, and little initiative. 

"For spending money carelessly, col- 
lege studaits arc not to be blamed. 
.\ll young people are tliriftless to a cer- 
tain c.\tcnt for they lack the incentive 
lo be otherwise. However, I believe 
that a college student should be allow- 
ed a little leeway in money matters," he 
concludes, "since there are so many ac- 
tivities in college life in which the wide- 
awake student ought to take part."

IMPERIAL. 



Since the close of the great war small- 
bore rifle shooting has become a prom- 
inent minor sport in many of the .Am- 
erican and Canadian colleurs and inn'ver- 
sitics. Over fifty iiisiiuitions have af- 
filiated tlicmsclvcs with the National 
Rifle Association, and have participated 
in its annual intercollegiate matches, and 
in addition many of the college teams 
have carried liea\-y schedules of dual 
meets, in which conspicuous records have 
been made. 

Athong the more prominent competi- 
ibrs in last season's shooting were the 
University of Pennsylvania, \\'inncrs of 
the National Rifle .'VsEociation's Inter- 
collcgiatc match for 1922; Norwich Uni- 
versitj-, which has been iiroducini; teani!, 
of championship calibre for the past five 
years; Yale, which won eighteen of its 
twenty dual matches, and decisively de- 
feated Oxford and McGill in interna- 
tional slioots; Dartmouth, Princeton 
Georgetown, M. I. T., Drc.xel Institute 
of Philadelphia, Iowa Stale, the Univer- 
sity of AVashinglon and the University 
of California. Many other institutions, 
small as well as large, made creditable 
records, for rifle shooting as a sport in 
which the small colleges have equal op- 
portunities with the "big fellow;;." and 
often furnish unexpected upsets. 

Rifle shooting is unique in Ijcing the 
only college sport in which it is unneces- 
sary for the opposing teams to meet on 
the same field. As <hc bulk of the 
sliooting is done on indoor r;mges. wlea- 
ther conditions may be neglected, and the 
match can be carried on with each team 
îhooting on its home range, and ex- 
changing scores by telegraph. Thus it 
is ixjssibic to carry on inlers'ectional 
matches without llie expense of travel to 
1 common meeting place, so that the 
schedule of an Eastern college rifle team 
may throw it into competition not only 
leading universities of the South, the 
\vith its neighboring rivals, but with the 
West, Canada and Great Britain. For 
example, in the past two seasons tiic Yale 
rifle team had met in competition not 
ji qnly wtih Han-ard, Priceton, Dartmouth 
rJVnd- Cornell, with whom the University 
.'ompctes in many of its major and minor 
sports, but also Alabama 'Polytechnic, 
Iowa State University, the University 
of Washington, McGill University, .md 
Oxford University. With the latter, 
Yale holds an annual match conducted 
with the help of the trans- Atlantic ca- 
bles. Of coiirbc, under such conditions 
cotitrovcrsies and clo.sc decisions on scor- 
ing frequently arise, and in these the 
headquarters of the National Rifle As- 
sociation at Washington is looked to as 
the final arbiter. Howe^r, during the 
■^ast two years the need has been felt of 
'j distinctive college organization for 
; itandardizing intercollegiate shooting 
conditions, with the result that in the 
«pring of 1921 the Princeton, Yale and 
Columbia managements met to form an 
intercollegiate .Association of Affiliated 
Rifle Clubs, open for membership to all 
fi'#,^collegc rifle clubs affiliated with the Na- 
' jUonal. Rifle Association. During the 
^'leâsori of 1922 its membership included 
^^;ifpurleen colleges and universities': -CoU 
Bowdoin, Cornell, I^artmouth^

2. — Testimonials as to her health, char- 
acter, ability and scholarship. .\11 tes- 
timonials and references should be in 
writing. The commiltce will assume no 
ro-tioitsibility for making cnquirj' b«yond 
he paiicrs submitted. 

.Î. — Theses, papers or reports of in- 
vistigation published or inipublislicd. 

III. — All papers subniiltcd by the ap- 
'ilicant will be returned if postage is 
lent for thai purpose. Confidential let- 
ters will be kept. 

W . — The choice of the University at 
viiich the successful candidate slwll pur 
.nc her study or research work is left to 
tlic Conniiittcc of Selection in consulta- 
tion with the candidate. 

v.— The scholarship is payable in twr 
equal instalments on July 1st and Jan. 
1st, by the Treasurer of the Federation, 
provided the successful application sends

This 
indixidual rating will serve as the equiv 
aient of .Ml-.^mcrican selections in foot- 
ball. In coming year.-, it i.i phmned to 
•.\tcnd the activities of the Association 
'o conducting an atmual match between 
.-\mcrican and English all-collegiate 
teams, and to sending an all-collegiate 
team to compete in the National matches 
at Camp l^irry, Ohio. 

It is hoped that the coming year will 
sec large increases in the membership of 
the Association, so that it may be made 
to include all the college rifle clubs af- 
filiated with the National Association.

The next session of the Mock Par-

Barre as Prime Minister, will come into 
)>owcr, will be held on December l-4th.

K. Jones, and his Cabinet, presided a* 
tlw conclusion of the last session, when 
the government was defeated in the 
House by a vote of 148 to 1,W, und the 
Govcnior-Gencral has called on Barre as 
the leader of the Constitutional Parly 
to form a cabinet, which is at present 
being done. The pcr.sonnel of the new 
Government is shrouded in secrecy, al- 
though it is expected that in the course 
of a few days it will be announded. 
Meanwhile the late government support- 
ers are reorganizing their forces and 
arc confident of reversing the tables at 
the next session. Certain it is that un- 
less there is a sweeping change in public 
sentiment before the 14th, tjie govern- 
ment will have a hard fight to retain 
office. The extremely close vote at the 
last session, and the large number of 
members on both sides of the House 
would all tend to indicate anotlicr keenly 
fought battle at the next mooting.
